The District School 
Board of Niagara has asked 
the municipality to com¬ 
mit $3.7 million to fund 
both projects. The DSBN is 
asking for $3 million to 
build a state-of-the-art 
theatre and $650,000 for a 
shared library. 

Councillors will make 
a decision as to whether or 
not the Town will fund 


both projects during its 
council meeting on 
Tuesday, Feb. 17. 

If council decides to 
provide the funding, the 
DSBN requires the money 
by 2017. 

Redekop said there are 
a variety of options to alle¬ 
viate the burden on tax¬ 
payers. These options 
include applying for grants 
and fundraising. 

Some residents, such 
as Fort Erie Secondary 


School student Dalton 
Bird, supported the con¬ 
struction of a new theatre 
because it would teach 
students about creativity 
and foster self confidence 
in students. 

Having participated in 
the drama department at 
FESS, Bird said his educa¬ 
tion in the arts has helped 
him to overcome “many 
fears” such as stage fright 
and speaking in front of 
large crowds.

“After attending drama 
class in a big auditorium, it 
has opened myself up and 
I am able to speak in front 
of many people today.” 

Doreen Venturini, 
owner of Peacock School 
of Dance, said her dance 
company has been renting 
the auditorium at 
Lakeshore Catholic High 
School in Port Colbome to 
hold annual recitals for 
more than 30 years. 

“Peacock has been 
waiting for more than 30 
years to come back home,” 
Venturini said. 

Having a local venue 
would not only allow the 
dance school to host its 
recitals in town, but it 
would promote Fort Erie 
as "an arts community." 

According to Venturini, 
the dance school's annual 
event draws between 1,200 
to 1,600 people and could 
help stimulate the econo¬ 
my by generating rental 
fees for the Town and 
increase business for 
stores, hotels and restau- 

She said Peacock 
School of Dance "is here to 
pledge its efforts to fund¬ 
raise for the theatre.” 

One resident believed 
the money for both proj¬ 
ects could be raised and 
she thanked the DSBN for 
considering to build a new 
high school in Fort Erie. 


Building a new school 
is something the school 
board hasn’t done “in 
more than 45 years.” 

Other residents such as 
former Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley were critical of 
both projects. 

Steckley said Fort Erie 
already has three libraries 
and doesn’t require a 

“There’s a big differ¬ 
ence between want and 
need,” Steckley said. 

He questioned coun¬ 
cillors about what would 
happen if enough money 
couldn't be raised in time 
to complete both projects. 

"What if we don’t raise 
the funds needed? Where 
will this money come 
from? It will have to come 
from the taxpayers and we 
can’t afford this.” 

Steckley said raising 
property taxes to make up 
the rest of the money is not 
the answer. 

"I am a business man 
and I have to live within 
my means. I can’t just put 
my prices up when I want 
new things,” Steckley said. 
"I have to sell my products 
at prices people can afford 
and are willing to pay for 
them. You may want a new 
library, but we don’t need 
a new library. We can’t 
afford a new library.” 

Steckley urged council¬ 
lors to consider residents 


who are already struggling 
to make ends meet. 

“You have to take into 
account the ability of the 
taxpayer to pay. I can see 
the benefit of a theatre but 
not at the expense of the 
taxpayer and not at the 
location of the high 
school." 

Former councillor 
Ann-Marie Noyes ques¬ 
tioned when a new library 
and theatre “became a pri¬ 
ority for Fort Erie.” 

Noyes said she didn’t 
doubt there are many “pas¬ 
sionate people” who would 
be willing to organize 
fundraisers to pay for the 
projects but “fundraising 
gets old fast.” 

She cited failed fund¬ 
raising projects such as the 
Kinsmen Pool and War of 
1812 bicentennial projects 
as examples. 

NickBoothby expressed 
his frustration about the 
deadline council must 
abide by. 

“Where does the board 
of education get off by tell¬ 
ing us that we’ve got to 
make a decision so quick¬ 
ly?" he asked councillors. 
"The school can quite eas¬ 
ily be built and over the 
course of that time, we can 
work together to add to it 
(a library and state-of-the- 
art theatre).”

But Mother Nature kept

The volunteer firefighters 
arrived at the bridge and spent

‘Think big’ when it conies to the size of a moose 


Moose, the largest mem¬ 
ber of the deer family, 
stands at its shoulder six to 
six and a half feet tall. 

It can weigh up to 1800 
pounds—the equivalent 
of. 820 kilograms. 

It is a big animal. It 
bears the largest set of ant¬ 
lers. 

We are told that these 
antlers represent mineral 
deposits of calcium and 
phosphorous and are solid 
extensions of its skeleton. 

Moose antlers are paired 
structures and shaped like 
the palm of your hand with 
outstretched fingers, 

Our Canadian Yukon 
holds the record set of 
moose antlers. 

Think big. 

Antlers are deciduous.

Deciduous? 

Yes. 

Like leaves of a tree, 
they are shed annually. 

Unlike horns found on 
catde, sheep and goats 
whose horns grow contin¬ 
uously throughout their 
lives, moose don’t. 

The Timmerman CD 
goes on. 


True antlers or racks are 
found only on the male 
moose. When fully formed 
moose antlers are hard 
bone-like structures dis¬ 
playing varying forms of 
branching. 

Do I like the moose? 

My wife bought a good 
painting of the head of a 
bull moose. 

It has hung on our living 
room wall for years. No 
question. 

The rack of a prime bull 
moose imparts a sense of 
majesty and strength. 

I have never forgotten 
the magnificent form of 
that great bull moose in 
Muskoka those many years 
ago. 

Further research says 
that moose’s growing ant¬ 


lers are tender. 

Fragile and sensitive to 
touch. They easily bleed 
when wounded and may 
cause pain if damaged or 

Time is the essence. 

By late August, the bull 
moose’s antlers have grown 
to full size and have 
become fully ossified. 

Bone strong! 

By early September the 
velvet coating on the ant¬ 
lers is removed by rubbing 
its antlers on shrubs and 
trees. I am told that a 
moose's thrashing contact 
with sap, resins and bark 
often produces a dark 
brown colour found on 
hardened antlers. 

What good are a bull 
moose’s rack? 


I thinkyou know. Anders 
may be used to intimidate 
or threaten a rival bull. 

Why? He wants to gain 
possession of a chosen cow 
during the annual rut or 
mating season. 

The "rut" usually begins 
in mid-September. The ant¬ 
ler display of a larger bull is 
sufficient to frighten away a 
weaker bull. However. 

What about a bull moose 
meeting a human during 
the mating season? 

My retired Pastor Dan 
Nickless told me of a close 
call while hunting moose 
up north. 

Dan used a bow and 
arrow to hunt. Suddenly a 
bull moose confronted 
him. 

It charged with his lethal 


rack lowered. Thank good¬ 
ness it was in a grove of 
many young trees. 

The moose could not 
plough its way through the 
tight formation. 

Did Dan shoot the charg¬ 
ing moose? 

I don’t know. 

Would I shoot a moose? 

Of course. 

With my trusty camera 
with its great zoom lens I 
would do my best to cap¬ 
ture a 'Rick Doan' shot.

From the gardener’s journal: 
‘sweeten up’ your meals 


Late last night I opened the front 
door and thought perhaps I had 
moved to our cottage near North Bay 
when I wasn’t looking. 

This has been a quieter week 
because of the winter storms and the 
flu that keeps circling. 

Nothing stops us in the green 
house and what a pleasure to walk in 
from the frigid and white cold to 
blooming hibiscus and ivies and 
other thriving plants. 

It does not look promising for 
growth outside but that internal 
clock in the plants has begun and we 
are seeing lots of growth now.

Maybe one solution is to place 
herbs around the perimeter and so 
discourage the 'mouse traffic’—a 
thought for the coming growing sea¬ 
son when we begin the seeds in ear- 

No matter where you are it seems, 
there is a striving if you like, to keep 
growth alive. 

Whether it is in a greenhouse or 
home space or even in your mind 
and body during the dormant season 
of winter—the striving to stay posi¬ 
tive and ‘on top of it’ continues. 

We spoke last week of herbs that 
suited the palate for salt free cook¬ 
ing. It is nice to use some options 
and know that healthy alternatives 
are tasteful as well. This week we 
will concentrate on ‘the sweet side! 

These 'sweetness enhancers' can 
be used alone or in combination 
with traditional sweeteners. For 
instance, cardamon adds extra 
sweetness to cakes and cookies and a 
pinch of cinnamon will sweeten 
tomato sauce. 

So here are some suggestions: 

• Angelica stems to salads 

• Beebalm in beverages 

• Mint in sparkling waters 

• Lemon balm and lemon verbena in 
frozen desserts 

. Violet and rose in condiments 
. Vanilla( just a drop) in savory sauc- 

• Rosemary in fruit salads, fruit com¬ 
potes and fruit tarts. 

I am quite sure you have more of 
your own suggestions to add to this 


as thinking it would be nice to 
add colour and a little sparkle in this 
winter world with these edible flow- 


• Carnations 

• Chive blossoms 

• Calendula 

• Daylily 

. English Daisy 

• Geranium 

• Lavender 

• Mint flower 

• Nasturtium 

• Snapdragon 

• Squash blossoms (nice in stuffing, 
frying) 

• Violet 

A little bit of colour will go a long 
way in this season. I hope you are able 
to find a few blooms along the way! 

When I look out into our yard and 
bush beyond I see blooms of a feath¬ 
ered kind in the cardinals that use our 
feeders and the woodpeckers that are 
not as visible but more audible. 

I also have a few bunnies and one 
deer that frequent the yard to eat what 
they can glean from the shrubs closest 
to the bush. Even my two dogs are 
struggling in the deep snow to get to 
the fence and keep this wild life away... 
wildlife one, the puppies zero in the 
snow this week. 

If you are able to see the sky clearly 
at night this coming week you might 
be able to see Venus, Mars, Jupiter and 
Saturn. The blessing of a cold clear sky 
in winter is the visibility of these plan¬ 
ets. Mars will meet Venus from Feb. 19 
to 21, then the crescent moon will join 
this low conjunction on Feb. 20. 

I do hope we are able to see this 
unusual formation that evening 
because Mars will vanish into the sun’s 
lights in March. All this to keep us 
looking up in the winter. 

The good news is by the end of the 
month our length of day increases to 
almost 12 hours of light so we will 
know for sure we have come to the 
beginning of a new season. 

And we can in confidence begin 
planting those early seeds indoors to 
be ready for the warmer ground and
